It will now be proper for me to state, that prior to the 
receipt of the letters which accompanied my credentials, 
and which were dated on the L3th, 14th and 16th of April, 
I had never received during the whole term of my resi- 
dence in Brazil, which was upwards of three years, from 
the Government of the United States, but three letters, al- 
though opportunities were very frequent, being upon an 
average, at least one per week, trom some port or other of 
the United States, and although amongst these, were three 
afforded by the ships of war, Congress, United States, and 
Peacock, neither of which was availed of. 

One of these letters was dated on December 6th, 1822, 
relative to an American prisoner in Brazil, who had been 
released before it came to hand. 

Another was dated on 22d July 1823, communicating to 
me my appointment xs Agent for Commercial Affairs, and 

The third was dated on 29th November 1824, directing 
my intercession for an American citizen, implicated in the 
rebellion of Pernambuco, who was condemned to be shot, 
which intercession I had employed, before the receipt of 
the letter, but unhappily without success. 

A duplicate and triplicate of the second designated let- 
ter, and a duplicate ef the last, were indeed received, and 
as | presumed that the practice of the Government was to 
send a di jlicate of all its despatches, I was the more in- 
clined to believe, prior to the receipt of my credentials, 
that the deley had been intentional. 

This dearth of correspondence which was not even sub- 
stituted in a single instance, that I can call to mind, by 
the transmission of a President’s Message, a public docu- 
ment, or even acommon newspaper, from any department 
of the Government, was certainly not calculated to streng- 
then the moral force of a Representative, who had been 
thus long acting without instructions—who had communi- 
cated to the Government, at least once a month in regular 
succession from the time of his arrival, circumstantial de- 
tails of his proceedings, and of the principal events which 
had oecurred in the progress of the Brazilian Revolution, 
calculated to have an influence on the policy of the Ameri- 
can Government—and who had in many imstances made 
such suggestions to his Government, in relation to the pol- 
icy in his jadgment proper to be pursued, as he thought it 
his duty te point out. He did, however, construe this si- 
lence, into an unqualified approval of his conduct, and as 
no fault had ever been tiaputed to him for successfully re- 
sorting to the expedient of demanding his passports in the 
case of the ship Panther, above referred to, nor for the plain 
language emploved by him, in that and in other cases, 
when demanding the restoration to liberty, of his injured 
countrymen,and which,in some instances,was nearly or quite 
as strong, as Was ever subsequently employed—he corcluded 
that he had been acting in perfect conformity with the polli- 
cy of his Government. 

Indeed, had he entertained anv doubts on the subject, 
they would have been dispelled by the following language, 
employed in one of the letters which accompanied his 
credentials :-—“In the discharge of the duties of the honor- 
able station to which you have been promoted, it is expect- 
ed, that you will continue to manifest the same zealous at- 
tention to the interests of the United States, that vou have 





heretofore displayed in that of their Consul at Rio,”—and

(3) Extract froma note from Mr. Raguet to the Minister of Foreign 
I ffairs, dated October 31, 1825. 


“The undersigned, Charge d Affaires of the United Statesof Amer- 

iea, presents his respectful compliments to His Excelleacy, the Vis- 

count of Paranagua, Counsellor, Mimister and Secretary of State for 

Foreign Affaires, and in conformity with the verbal promise made to 

His Exceilen’ y on the 26th imstant, when he had the honor to pre- 

sent his credential letter, communicates the following explanation of 
the causes which had occasioned the delay of the same, up to that 
date. This explanation is made in writing in order that there may 
be on record in the Department of His Excellency, a document cal- 
culated to prevent any erroneous construction which at a future day 
might arise in relation to a matter which has been for several months 
a source of no inconsiderable pain to the undersigned. 

“The document in question, with various despatches from the 
government of the United States, and a trunk containing fifty volumes 
of public books for the use of the legation at this court, was trans- 
mitted from the Department of State in the month of April last to 
New York, for embarkation. Owing to the dithculty, it is presumed, 
of finding a direct opportunity fer Rio de Janeiro at that place, the 
messenger who had charge of them transautted all the articles com- 
mitted to his care, includ ng some packages destined for the Charge 
d’Affaires at Buenos Ayres, to the latter port, where they did not ar- 
rive until the 10th of August. There they remaimed without a con- 
venient opportunity untii the latter end of that month, when they 
were embarked on board the Swedish brig, Pallas, which, after some 
delay, and an unusually long passage, did not reach this port until 
the evening of the 22¢ inst. The delay of the succeeding few days 
was occasioned, as His Excellency will recollect, bv the process of 
landing, and despatehing the trunk that contained the credentials 
which, m consequence thereof, did not reach the hands of the un- 
dersigned until the 26th.”
